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The Questions That Pop-Up 


Are Hodgson Portable Houses practical? 

Thousands of people in every climate of the globe, under 
all sorts of conditions, are today living, sleeping playing 
working, in Hodgson Portable Houses. Twenty-five years of 
experience, the newest machinery, trained workmen, and per- 
fect materials, are bent to the task of making Hodgson Houses 
the most efficient and economical that human skill can 
produce. 

Are they durable? 

Orders are constantly coming in for additions to Hodgson 
Houses purchased eight, ten, fifteen years ago, and in constant 
use since. Hodgson Houses stand up without repairs for 
years. They are built of enduring materials and built right. 
The enthusiastic testimony of actual users is the best proof 
of these claims. (See letters printed on following pages.) 

What are they made of? 

Rather than use a heavy cheap lumber that is expensive to 
ship and erect, unsightly, not durable, and put together in a 
way that leaves much for the purchaser to do and requires a 
continual expense to keep in repair, we use for a frame sturdy 
Oregon pine and red cedar; walls and roof of red cedar rab- 
beted boarding backed with a heavy fibre lining, making a 
strong, durable, and absolutely waterproof building, requiring 
no repairs for years, a roof guaranteed to stay tight for years, 
inexpensive to ship and easily erected by unskilled labor. The' 
floors are of hard pine. The exterior of the building receives 
three coats of the best oil paint, the interior woodwork is 
stained, and all details are attended to at the factory, leaving 
nothing for the purchaser to do except to keybolt the sections 
together. Not even doors or windows need to be attached by 
the purchaser ; they come all fitted in place, and are the very 
best grade in quality and workmanship, with the best-grade 
mortised locks and hardware. 

How are they made? 

In sections, each section with windows and doors all fitted 
in place and painted three coats, or stained Cabot’s moss green 


and brown, nothing left for you to do but set up these sections 
and drive in wedge keybolts with a hammer— no nuts to rust 
quickly done, no skill required, and when put together are as 
rigid as a permanent building. 

What are they used for? 


For seaside and mountain cottages, country homes lake 
camps, bungalows, overflow houses, garages, studios, suA par- 
lors, screened rooms, sleeping porches, garden houses, plav 
houses, sand houses, boys’ and girls’ camps, poultry and pet 
stock houses, club houses, schools, churches, hospitals gym- 
nasiums, offices and innumerable other purposes. 


Are Hodgson Houses proof against heavy rain, snow and wind 
storms? 

this question is answered many times throughout this cat- 
alog by the many letters from some of the best known people 
in this country. Hodgson Houses have stood on bleak islands 
in the most exposed parts of the New England Coast, as well 
as being buried in snow in northern Maine and Labrador. 
(See pages 7 and 8.) After eight years’ use in Labrador 
another Hodgson Portable of several rooms was sent there. 

What is the foundation? 

Generally of cedar, chestnut or locust posts. We send strap 
irons to secure the floors to the posts so that the heaviest gales 
will not move the building. Of course, a stone, brick or 
cement foundation can be used, but a good post foundation 
will last from fifteen to twenty years. Regular cellars are 
often used under our buildings. 

Do they look attractive? 


Attractive enough to be erected without changes on many 
of the finest estates in America, immediately adjacent to costly 
mansions. Hodgson Houses have won special praise for their 
neatness and good taste. The roof is slate color, blinds and 
trimmings are a leaf green color, the walls a gray white, with 
window sash in ivory white, or Cabot’s moss green roof with 
brown sides. 
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Briefly and Completely Answered 


Can they be painted any colors? 

Yes, we shall be glad to paint the houses in any color de- 
sired. Our regular stock colors, which we have found to be 
the most practical and attractive, are French gray for the 
walls, ivory white for the sash, and leaf green trimmings and 
slate colored roof or Cabot’s Stains. If you prefer other 
colors, you must allow time for the painting and we make an 
extra charge of 2 per cent., that is, on a $500 house it would 
cost $10 extra to paint it a special color. A very attractive 
combination is obtained by using Cabot’s Stains, moss green 
roof and brown sides. There is no extra charge for this. 

Can they be taken down and put up again? 

Yes, with very little difficulty and with no damage to any 
of the parts, and as many times as you may wish. 

Does it require a builder or carpenter to erect them? 

No, a couple of 4 ‘ handy men,” following the very simple 
directions, can easily set up a Hodgson House with no other 
tools than a hammer to wedge in the keybolts, which interlock 
the sections and hold them rigid against the severest strain. 

How long does it take to set them up ? 

The smaller Hodgson Houses can be erected in half a day 
and the larger houses in two days at most. It is safe to say 
that no portable house could be made that could be erected in 
less time than the Hodgson, and requires less skill — note the 
village of Hodgson Portables in Messina, Italy, on page 7, 
all erected in a few days by native unskilled labor. 

Where are the advantages of a portable as compared with a 
regularly built house 

The saving in time, trouble and money is very substantial ; 
your house is ready in a few days instead of a few weeks or 
months, and you do not have to worry about plans, construc- 
tion, materials, labor and supervision, not to mention 1 'ex- 
tras.” The real money saving to a busy man is thus even 
greater than the cost figures would show. Moreover, the house 
is more salable because movable, or you can move it yourself 
to other locations. It can, therefore, be erected on leased 
*and. 


Can rooms be added at any time ? 

Yes, by ordering additional units, porches or ells as ex- 
plained on page 10 and 11. 

Are they comfortable? 

Hodgson Houses are cosy and inviting, cool in summer, 
readily kept warm in winter, well ventilated, easily kept clean 
and damp-proof — thanks to the thoughtful construction, the 
waterproof fibre lining, etc. 

Screening houses. 

Our houses can be screened to make them absolutely fly and 
mosquito proof. We use the galvanized netting, but of course 
a copper netting is better. We should be pleased to quote 
what extra it would cost to screen any of our houses with 
copper netting. In many places prices are given. 

Cottage furnishings. 

On pages 58, 59 and 60 are shown several desirable articles 
that can be used to advantage in furnishing our cottages. 

How about plumbing and heating? 

Hodgson Houses can be fitted with plumbing and heating 
systems like any other house. A bathroom can be partitioned 
off, or an ell added for this purpose (pages 25 and 35) and 
a local plumber can install the fixtures. Heating systems can 
be installed, or stoves, Franklin Stoves, or fireplaces. We can 
furnish metal chimneys (see page 58) or a local mason can 
build a chimney, also fireplace (see pages 27 and 31). 

How is a Hodgson house shipped ? 

Compactly, in sections, by second class freight, put in the 
cars at Dover, Mass., on the N. Y., N. H. & H. K.R. You are 
notified when the shipment reaches your local freight station. 

What are the terms of payment? 

The prices in the catalog are absolutely net ; are figured 
on such a low profit that it is necessary to ask either for cash 
with order, or one-quarter cash and balance when house is 
ready to ship (otherwise satisfactory references are required).

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ELL UNITS 

These Ell Units are 6 x 7 ft. running 
out from the main building 7 feet and 
are made in units of 6 ft. each, mak- 
ing the ells 6 x 7 or 12 x 7 or 18 x 7 
feet, etc. They can be added at any 
of the junctions of the main house 
units or at the ends of the building. 
They are used for kitchens, bath 
rooms, small bed rooms, etc. See 
price list in back of catalog. 


end clapboard porch 

This porch is 6 X 12 ft., and is to at- 
tach to the end of a house. The floor 
is tight, and when the sides are 
screened it is absolutely insect proof. 
The price is given with and without 
screens. The screens are of galvan- 
ized netting. 

Trellises as shown at the corners 
are made of cedar and add to the 
attractiveness of the house. They 
can be used at the corners of the 
house and many other places.

Six Years of Extreme Exposure 

“My Hodgson portable house has been up six years. The 
roof has been painted once each year , the sides and ends once 
every second year. Otherwise it has had no attention. It has 
not moved an inch since erection , and is as good today for all 
practical purposes as the day I received it. It stands at an 
altitude of 1,000 feet — 30 feet from the edge of a cliff dropping 
500 feet — exposed to very high winds and heavy rains , and to 
a temperature ranging from the heat of summer to 25 below 
zero in winter. 

“The snow is often six feet deep around it, and in the sum- 
mer our heavy thunder storms bring with them floods of water. 

With the thermometer registering below zero outside, we have 
had a temperature of 75 degrees inside within thirty minutes 
after starting a fire in a sheet iron upright stove, burning wood. A feature of especial 
delight are the ventilators. The house has been closed for months at a time, and yet upon 
opening it the air in the rooms has been found to be as sweet and pure as that out of 
doors. In the summer of 1908 it lay in the center of a hurricane that uprooted trees and 
unroofed houses in the vicinity, and we suffered no damage. The pleasure my husband 
and I and our guests have derived from the use of our house at all times of the year 
cannot be exaggerated. The house is situated at Clear Lake, Putnam County , New York.
